Psy chiatrist Describes “ Nor­ 
mal” Stages of Human 
Dev elopment

He added that almo st ev ery phy- 
ehiatrist t ak es 
a co mplete psycho ­ 
analysis of his o wn perso nal 
emo tio nal adjustm ent at the hands 
j of an experienced psycho -analyst, 
! in o rder to be sure that he, himself, 
has no unsuspected “ blind spo ts” 
1 which wo uld ham per his o bjectiv e 
i trea tm ent of future patients. 
With such adding $3000 to $5000 
! extra cost to his pro fessio nal tr a i n­ 
ing, Dr. Linden info rmed that the 
i av erage psychiatrist is no t ready 
for independent practice until he is 
! abo ut 40 o r 45 years of age. 
The speaker gav e a brief histo ry 
j of the dev elo pment of psychiatry.

I stated, abo ut the same time as the 
Renaissance in Euro pe, “and was 
closely related to the religious fer- 
j v or of that era.

Later a high degree of ac a ­ 
demic learning was set up as the 
standard of highest perso nal dev el­

Dr. Linden then described in co n­ 
siderable detail the “ no rmal" stages 
of dev elo pment in a hum an being, 
from conceptio n to death, as far as 
modern science has been able to de­ 
fine them.

YOU may have felt emb arrassed 
when your child, three or seven, 
asked b y a stranger to give his 
age or nam e (silly questions often 
asked) mumb les an answer or 
says it hardly loud enough to b e 
heard. You are emb arrassed b e­ 
cause of w hat you fear the guest 
m ight think of you for not hav­ 
ing taught him to respond b etter. 
Instead, you should feel em b ar­ 
rassed tha t your youngster is so 
ill at ease he can t respond b et­ 
ter. This em b arrassm ent should 
prompt you to seek ways to help 
him feel more comfortab le when 
he speaks to a stranger. 
But you can't achieve this b y 
commanding him to speak more 
distinctly now or later, or b y ex­ 
horting him at length ab out ex­ 
pressing himself more effectively. 
Nor can you hope to see quick 
improvement, no m atter how you 
may have proceeded. His troub le 
is deep-seated and will require 
a long and well-planned program. 
Hampered Breathing 
Your ob jective is to help him 
feel more comfortab le in the pres­ 
ence of a strange adult. When he 
feels more comfortab le he will 
b reathe more naturally, and thus 
will have enough wind in his 
lungs to force over his vocal cords 
to make sounds loud enough to b e 
heard. Nothing hampers b reath­ 
ing so much as self-consciousness 
does. Also, as this child feels 
more comfortab le, he will b e ab le 


! to use his lips and tongue b etter 
to shape his words. Self-con­ 
sciousness throws them out of 
gear and makes him mumb le. 
When you see your young child 
having difficulty accosting or a n ­ 
swering a stranger, don’t tell him 
to "speak up.” Avoid indicating 
b y your gestures or demeanor 
that he should. At home, let him 
keep at a comfortab le distance 
and choose his own time for a p­ 
proaching the guest and speaking 
to him. Cultivate friends who wjll 
cooperate with you in this way. 
Playmates at Ease 
In the meantime, do your b est 
at having the child mingle freely 
a t play with others of his age. 
After all, they are the persons he 
will grow up with. As he, m ore­ 
over. sees his playmates acting 
comfortab ly on meeting strange 
adults, he will gain more cour­ 
age to do likewise. 
Many children who have spok­ 
en rather distinctly during their 
earlier years may have increasing 
speech difficulties in early ado­ 
lescence—mumb ling, halting, and 
uttering “a h/' “eh,” or “and,” 
even in the presence of old a c ­ 
quaintances. These speech diffi­ 
culties may grow worse in the 
classroom at school. If only their 
teachers understood their emo­ 
tional experiences over speeejn. 
these youths could b e helped 
there to feel more at ease and, 
therefore, to speak more effec­ 
tively.

“At this period the child may 
suffer from the fear of loss of love. 
| and makes great effort to conform 
1 to his p a r e n ts ’ wishes in order to 
j retain their love. As a result he 
I learns to inhib it his instinctively 
aggressive response, and thus b e- 
! gins to develop toward social adap- 
! tation. 


“The adult must, at this age. 
I allow the child to explore and ex- 
' perim ent in 
b ehavior — to learn 
through his own mistakes. But he 
must b e tau ght to recognize these 
mistakes 
and 
to 
learn 
through 
them. He may even feel a need for 
discipline or 
punishm ent. 
Indul­ 
gence, or over-protection, at this 
stage, may b e equally harmful to 
the development of the chifd’s ego 
and his social development. 
The 
adult must b e aw a re of the normal 
b ehavior of this age level and meet 
it with b alance and patience. 


“At ab out the age of three the 
child b egins to b e aw are of sex dif­ 
ferences. to recognize his mother 
as a female and his father as male, 
and to recognize his own sex. 
A 
normal development at this age is 
for the b oy to b ecome very devoted 
to his mother, for the girl to b e de­ 
voted 
to 
her 
father. 
Often 
the 
child even shows resentm ent to­ 
ward the parent of his or her own 
sex 
a real love-triangle. T here is 
a tendency, also, for the child to b e 
uU i.y inU-1 etuuti in ins own de­ 
velopment and to ask 
questions 
ab out sex. He should b e answered 
honestly, b ut in very simple terms, 
restricted to the specific question 


and to the child’s 
limited u n d er­ 
standing. 
“ The child tends to identify with 
the loved parent and incorporates 
that parent's qualities into his own 
personality — his s u p e r - e go 
and 
thus tends to b ecome more mature 
in b ehavior. 
To some extent he 
identifies, 
in this way, with 
the 
other parent and other adults whom 
he looks up to. and ab sorb s their 
characteristics. 
His personality is 
b ecoming formed. 
“When 
he enters school 
these 
characteristics Lre modified or fixed 
b y the experiences which he meets 
there. This period of development 
is called the latency period. 
His 
personality is potentially formed, 
b ut not fixed. His school environ­ 
ment will greatly influence its final 
form. He will adapt to the tone and 
stan d ard s ab out him. 
The school 
environment, therefore, should b e 
‘e m u la t a b le ;’ one which will con ­ 
trib ute to positive cha ra cter form a ­ 
tion. 
“The b asic purpose of education 
is to help the child, further, to learp 
to repress his aggressive instincts 
and to b ecome a m a tu re social in­ 
dividual. 
The repression of these 
instincts frees the child’s energies 
for other activities: cultural, social 
and educational. 
“During the latency period isix 
to 
ten 
years! 
the 
child 
grows 
through many stages of 'develop­ 
ment. At first he loves his teacher, 
she is his mother-sub stitute. 
He 


learns to share her with many oth­ 
er children, and to live ha rm on i­ 
ously with the group. 
As he grows older he needs to 
have contacts with men. and should 
have some men teachers. Gradually 
he b ecomes ab sorb ed in other chil­ 
dren of his own sex. and with them 
forms a ‘gang.’ This gang may b e 
of negative influence, if its leader­ 
ship is b ad. It may b e of imm ense 
constructive value if given intelli­ 
gent guidance. 
“While the b oy is ab sorb ed in 
other b oys, he ‘hates girls’ and may 
treat 
them 
cruelly. 
Sometimes 
cruelty and teasing may indicate a 
hidden interest in girls or in an 
individual one. 
“ In this age ievel. children play 
very actively. 
T heir ‘play’ is in 
reality ‘w ork.’ T hrough it they are 
j constantly learnin g and growing. 
They do not feel the need of relaxa­ 
tion, as adults do. A change of play 
' activity is their means of re la xa ­ 
tion. 
“T hrou ghou t this period the re- 
| lationships b etween the teacher and 
: the pupil are of great importance. 
T here must b e a ‘family’ relation­ 
ship in a - good 
classroom.

When this drain 
has been completed, trees, shrubs 
and grass will be planted. These 
plantings will include Douglas fir, 
pink and white dogwood, flowering 
crab apple, Austrian pine, weeping 
willow, white pine, Norway spruce, 
golden cyprus, purple leaf plum 


and double flowering cherry. Alto­ 
gether. a total of 85 additional units 
will be planted on the south side. 
The Chamber of Commerce also 
states that this year it will begin 
planting of the north side.
